There are few things more 
inspiring than wandering through 
a market full of colourful fresh 
food; but once we get home, all 
too often the food is shut away 
and forgotten. ‘‘The kitchen is 
the primary creative space in the 
home,” says Andrew Hays, The 
Fourth Wall, creative director, 
Poggenpohl, “but modern 
kitchens don’t acknowledge this. 
Early kitchens were living spaces, 
celebrating food and the cooking 
process; but because of the focus 


on open-plan living, design has 
been moving towards concealing 
every element within the kitchen.” 

To counteract this sterility, 
Andrew designed The Fourth 
Wall, a completely bespoke 
kitchen/dining solution that 
includes furniture, appliances, 
flooring, lighting and even a TV 
and fireplace. He may have been 
inspired by the past, but The 
Fourth Wall is very much of the 
future — one of its most striking 
features is remote-controlled 


reactive glass, which turns 
instantly from clear transparent 
to opaque black on the larder, 
wine cabinet and Butler’s Pantry. 

“With The Fourth Wall,” he 
says, “ingredients, cooking utensils 
and crockery are visible and I 
explored the use of intelligent 
surfaces, in particular glass that 
transforms seamlessly from 
transparent to opaque, so that 
areas of the kitchen can be ‘shut 
down’ as required.” The glass 
is used to greatest effect in the

Butler’s Pantry, an area intended 
to be used (possibly by staff) as a 
servery, bar and coffee point, but 
can be darkened to conceal dirty 
dishes at the end of the evening. 
The Butler’s pantry also has a 
two-way drawer in the sideboard, 
accessible from the dining room 
as well as from inside the pantry 
The app-controlled mood 
lighting is also thoroughly 
futuristic: '‘The lighting control 
system was specifically designed 
for the kitchen and incorporates 
adjustable colour temperature 
so that the lights can be adapted 
to show different ingredients at 
their best,” explains Andrew 
"For instance, fish and vegetables 
look freshest under cool light, 
meat in warm light. Grow 
lamps have also been installed 
in one corner of the kitchen 
to sustain a lemon tree and 


garden herbs, ensuring fresh 
ingredients are always to hand.” 

At the heart of the kitchen is the 
dramatic island, running directly 
through into the larder with its 
chilled glass shelves. "The Fourth 
Wall larder is illuminated, so that 
as we cook we are surrounded 
by and inspired by ingredients 
kept fresh with perfect humidity 
control,” adds Andrew To add 
to the appeal of the kitchen to 
serious cooks, part of the worktop 
has a marble top for pastry 
preparation, while an open- shelved 
preparation bench allows storage 
for the largest of pots and pans. 

"It is a complete re-imagining 
of the home kitchen that 
celebrates great food and fresh 
ingredients,” says Andrew 
"This is a cook’s kitchen but 
without boundaries.”

“With such an open space, choosing the correct positioning 
is vital and we usually aim to preserve as much space 
as possible without compromising convenience for 
the user. In this case the kitchen not only had to look 
good from the room itself, but from above as well, since 
there were views over the kitchen from the upper level.”

ith 27 square metres of kitchen space to play 
with, the temptation could easily have been to 
fill it up with cabinetry; but Simon Lecomber, 
sales director at Nicholas Anthony, resisted that 
urge, opting instead to invisibly divide the space, 
creating a hidden utility room and electronics hub 
to preserve the clean lines of the main kitchen. 

“It was such a big, square room that we created 
the design to give some shape to the whole area,” 
he says. It s a process that he likens to bespoke 
fashion: “I am pleased with the fact that we achieved 
a perfect balance between practicality and vogue 
style. Features such as the positioning of the island 
and the mix of handles and handleless units are 
what I would call calculated couture’,” he says. 

Being a new build there was no client to design 
for, but the brief from Dave Flower, director 
of Flower Mill Homes, was clear: “We were 



looking for clean lines, functionality and 
uniqueness,” he says. “We needed inspiring 
spaces; after all, the kitchen and bathrooms are 
the most important rooms in the house. Nicholas 
Anthony fulfilled all our expectations.” 

The clean lines and functionality were achieved 
with a mixture of simplicity and careful detailing. 
The geometric shape of the Corian breakfast bar 
mirrors the stairs in the background, while the 
Silestone worksurface has delicately chamfered edges 
to give it a feeling of lightness. Meanwhile, the 
textural oak-look laminate and long feature stainless 
steel handles of the tall cabinets contrast with the 
handleless simplicity of the matt laminate island. 

“Everything had to be top end,” says Simon. “It’s a 
challenge working for Flower Mill as they want the 
best detailing on everything, but we love working with 
them because of the quality they demand and expect.” 
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So as not to interrupt the 
clean minimal lines of the 
kitchen, the doorway into 
the utility room is concealed 
behind twin doors in the 
line of tall Golden Oak 
laminated units. This bank 
of cabinetry adds textural 
interest to the room as 
well as providing plenty of 
useful storage and a home 
for the main appliances 
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Each of the six bedrooms has its own ensuite bathroom. Here, 
the ensuite to bedroom three features glistening black anthracite 
tiles that absorb and reflect just the right amount of light across 
the room to produce a relaxing vibe. The tub is the double-ended 
Stark Rectangular by Duravit which comes with two comfortable 
headrests. The basin and WC are from Duravit’s Vero Collection 
while the chrome bath and basin^aps^e by Hansgrohe

With six ensuite bathrooms and a cloakroom to 
design, the challenge for Nicholas Anthony was 
always going to be how to make the rooms exciting 
and individual, while at the same time linking them 
together with a common design thread. Having 
worked previously with Flower Mills Homes, Simon 
knew just how to proceed. “The developer likes to 
mix light and dark and to have some rooms that 
are a bit edgy,” he explains. With that in mind, the 
bathrooms range from beiges and truffle colours 
through to coffee hues and onto deep black - but 
with the Kensho grey Silestone linking them together. 

The material was used on the kitchen worksurfaces, 
and in the bathroom design it makes feature 
appearances in most rooms, from the basin shelves 
in the cloakroom and in ensuite three, to the 
shelves in the master ensuite WC cubicles. Also 
appearing in various places is the textural Golden 
Oak laminate from the kitchen, which works its way 
into the design as vanity doors and light panels. 

“There’s a really nice theme running through the 
whole house,” says Simon. “It’s quite a masculine 
looking house, with dark grey bricks on the outside 
and predominantly neutral colours on the inside.”

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Are you modernising your home into an open-plan living spaee 
and keen to ensure when it’s finished you won’t feel as though 
you’re always sitting in the kitehen? Thinking of ineluding 
some eomfortahle ehairs and fully integrated applianees? 

Well, you’ve eertainly thought about it, but there are other things 
to eonsider (and some are invisible), that will make it a spaee 
you’ll enjoy living in - here are a few to set you on your way. . . 

Low noise: Fridges, freezers and dishwashers ean 
eause annoyanee from noisy humming and vibration 
so eheek out low deeibel applianees. It goes without 
saying, the washing maehine or tumble dryer ean be 
really noisy, so invest in a separate utility room. 

Extractors: You won’t want pungent smells hanging around 
eome breakfast time, so opt for something disereet like an 
extraetor that doubles as a eentrepieee light or an ‘invisible’ 
flush-to-eeiling little number. If your eeiling’s very high 
there are models that lower to the ideal height via a zap 
from the remote, or eonsider a downdraft - these skulk away 
disereetly in the base eabinet and pop-up as required. 

Hobs: Induetion hobs sit flush to the worktop whieh helps hide 
the faet that the spaee aeeommodates a kitehen - piek a eolour 
to blend with your worktop. They only heat the pan not the 
room, and onee the eooking’s finished they are not as hot to 
toueh should someone inadvertently plaee something on top. 

Extras: Also don’t forget to also eheek out sinks with 
flush eovers, teleseopie taps and full-height, wide-width 
eabinet doors whieh simply slide elosed to hide the 
mess made by eooking - great when entertaining.

ome people look at their house as a stepping stone 
on their journey. Gideon and Eva Vickery are 
confident they have arrived — their contemporary 
property in Norfolk was designed to their own 
specification, including a £155,000 kitchen created 
by Shane Stewart, senior design consultant at Pedini 
London. ‘‘They are not looking to move again,” says 
Shane. “This house is not going to be for sale.” 

As they are planning on staying long term, the 
couple were prepared to invest — they spent £50,000 
just on appliances, mainly from Gaggenau. “Eva 
is very into cooking and baking,” says Shane, who 
had to factor in almost every appliance imaginable, 
from the latest zoneless induction hob and 
downdraft extractor to a teppan-yaki, integrated 
coffee machine, wine cooler, warming drawers, 
smoothie maker and even a Champagne chiller. 

“I wrestled with the design for a month in order 
to get in everything they wanted,” says Shane. 


The space was large, with high ceilings, which 
Shane lowered to create a feature above the expansive 
island — originally he had intended it to hold a 
curved ceiling extractor, but when the Vickerys fell 
in love with downdrafts the shape was retained and 
illuminated with LEDs to give visual interest and 
stop the size of the space becoming overpowering. 

“The central island was the ‘hub’ of the design, 
and I wanted to give them a space age feel with 
an organic nature,” says Shane, who softened the 
stark white of the vast Corian-topped island with 
cladding in golden-coloured Camisco oak veneer 
- a material which also features on the tops of 
the frosted glass up-and-over wall units. The rest 
of the cabinetry was given a high gloss painted 
finish in Signal white that contrasts elegantly 
with the aluminium plinths. Shane is delighted 
with the result: “The feel is up-to-date, organic, 
a dream to cook in and great for socialising.”

ellars are all very well for wine, but when it comes 
to a pleasant cooking and eating environment, 

Diane and Neil Thomas wanted to ‘move on 
up’ in the world (forgive the Curtis Mayfield 
pun), so commissioned Kitchen Architecture to 
move the kitchen of their new home up from the 
basement to create an open-plan, multi-functional 
kitchen and living space on the ground floor. 

The couple were familiar with the classic, 
pared-down look of Bulthaup’s minimal b3 
kitchen, so approached Kitchen Architecture 
with a fairly clear plan in mind of what they 
wanted, which was then brought to life by design 
manager Marcus Watkins. “We wanted the 
space to be more sociable and multi- 
functional,” says Diane, “and I also 
wanted room for a big fridge freezer.” 

It was important to the couple to keep the space 
looking light and airy, so Marcus created a kitchen 
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with base cabinets, island, splashback and 10mm 
worktop in bright Alpine white laminate, but 
with wall cabinets and a bar area on the island 
in walnut veneer to add contrast. Lighting was 
designed to create pools of light over the worktop 
that would reflect light into the kitchen. 

“One of the design challenges was the fireplace 
in the room,” says Marcus. “We worked with the 
shape of the room, centring the island on the bay 
window and creating two dresser-type furniture 
blocks either side of the fireplace. One of these 
contains the large fridge-freezer, the other is a 
breakfast area that has a series of drawers for cutlery 
and crockery, a space above that for the kettle and 
toaster with power and lighting, and room for 
mugs and glasses, all behind cupboard doors.” 

The verdict on the finished kitchen is that it works well 
both practically and visually. “We use the space much 
more now,” says Diane, “as it is much more sociable.”
